By leaving hay crops in the 
field until they are n >ar m a­ 
turity, you get more hay but 
it will not be w orth as much 
as a lesser amount of higher 
quality, he adds. 
He advises cu ttin g Costal 
B erm uda every 24 to 28 days 
to get the best quality hay. 
A fte r 30 days, Costal general­ 
ly loses one percent 
of its 
protein every day. A fter cu t­ 
ting, 
additional 
fertilizer 
should he applied in accord­ 
ance with a soil test, to Cos­ 
tal for good regrowth. 


Johnsongrass for hay should 
be rut when 
the first seed 
h ea d ' appear. If left until all 
seeded out, hay is of poor 
quality, lf fertilizer is applied 
a fte r cutting, another harvest 
can be made in late sum m er.
